built in a day, even the most ardent 
partisan will admit that a start has 
been made on more problems in the 
last lour weeks than was possible in 
the last year of the preceding admin 
i&tration.

hard to make progress in the face of 
inevitable friction between a Kepub 
lican congress and a Democratic ex 
eeutive 
But it ptoves that when all 


branches of the government are of 
one political complexion, decisions 
can be made and things accomplished. 


President Harding was looked upon 


before his election as a man of more 
or less leisurely wavs. He hasn't 
pro\ed so in office. 
He has worked 


night and day. Ho has gone at his 
job with a senous and earnest mind, 
Knowing full well that he must pat 
isfy 
an impatient electorate. Mr 


Harding himself feels that 
he has 


made headway on many 
important 


matters but if he were to speak what 
li, in his heart, he would tell the Amer 
ican public that the individual who 
nnented patronage and the distnbu 
linn of public offices for political ac 
tiMt\ \vas really more of a serpent 
tlwn the evil genius of ancient Eden. 


Mr Harding is pestered day and 


night by the obligations of politics 
It 


isn't thrt he owes anybody anything 
but members of the senate and house 
must be kept happy and they are in 
turn bothered by hungry constituents. 


And so has been the experience also 


of cabinet officers. 
Some of them 


haven't been able to get very far be 
cause of the amount of time they 
must give to conferences on patron- 
age. One or two of the cabinet officers 
who haven't been in Washington be- 
fore arc amazed at the demands of 
members of congress. They have been 
1old it is not wise to ignore congress, 
so they yield their time with good na- 
turcd tolerance. 


What Has Been Done. 


There can bo no catalog of achieve- 


ments as yet nor can any list be more 
than a cursorj one. Yet here are 
some of the things that have been 
done since the Harding administration 
took office- 


President Harding has tackled the 


raihoad problem and means to put the 
full influence of the executive behind a 
settlement of the factor in the business 
•situation which is most disturbing to- 
day. It means a reduction in wages, 
and operating expenses, but also a 
drop in freight latcs. 


The president has managed to tone 


down the demand in the senate for the 
passage of the Knox resolution and 
has, 
through 
Secrctaiy of State 


Hughes set forth the general princi- 
ples of American foreign policy- 


Mr Harding has not vet formulated 


a definite program on tax revision or 
tariff legislation but he has created a 
favorable atmosphere among the lead- 
ers—an atmosphere that probably will 
lead to agreement rather than discord, 


The cabinet has functioned as a 


unit 
Secretary Hughes has grasped 


the problems of the state department 
with remarkable speed 
He acts and 


thinks quickly. 


Secictary Hoover 
has 
laid 
the 


groundwork for co operation between 
American business men and their gov- 
ernment particularly in respect of for- 
eign trade. 


Secretary Davis has had a measure 


of success in settling the packers' 
strike, but more significant than any- 
thing else is his manifest anxiety to 
gam the confidence of union labor by 
fair dealing. 


Postmaster General Will Hays with 


characteristic zeal has busied himself 
with the huge organization of the post 
office department. 


Attorney General Daughter tr has 


had the hardest job of anyone in the 
cabinet. Not only has he a big admin 
istrativo task m running the depart- 
ment of justice, but everybody seems 
to have picked him out as the man 
through whom the president can be 
reached. The offlceseekers hare been 
crowding the corridors of the depart- 
ment of justice. Mr. Danghcrty has 
had his hands full. 


No analysis would be fair without 


recording what the critics are saying. 
Criticism centers mostly thus far on 
the appointment to important diplo- 
matic posts such men as Col. Harvey, 
who is to be ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain. Tho argument is that the Repub- 
lican party contains many able men 
who were more deserving of selection. 
Another criticism heard Is that Mr. 
Harding is making appointments to 
offices too rapidly and without suf- 
ficient consideration. The only other 
criticism of importance comes from 
pro-league Republicans who voted for 
Mr, Harding becauao they believed he 
would enter the present league of <na- 
lioiis and ratify tho Versailles treaty 
with suitable reservations 
Their dis 


appointment is not as yet as wide- 
spread as it will be when they read 
Mr. Hardins'a mesmce of Tuesday.

The 
daughter knew her mother intended 
to come downtown. Intuition seemed 
to tell her that the mother was hurt 
She hurriedly called at several places 
where she knsw Mrs. Rohloff expected l 
to go, but found that Mrs Rohloff had 
not been there. 
Securing a taxicab, 


she hurried to the hospital and identi- 
fied the unconscious woman as her 
mother. 


Steffen, who is said to be a careful 


driver, was going east on College-ave 
and had just turned south on Apple- 
ton-st. when he struck Mrs. Rohloff 
As he drove by Wolf Shoe store he 
passed a truck and at the same time 
a bicycle rider drove in front of him. 
Steffen slowed down his car and tried 
to avoid two collisions and did not see 
the woman until he struck her. Wit- 
nesses said Mrs. Rohloff was about 35 
feet south of the crossing when she 
was knocked over. Steffen brought 
his car to a step after it had dragged 
Mrs. Rohloff about 20 feet. A physi- 
cian was summoned and she was 
rushed to the hospital. 


Mrs Roliloff was 51 years old and 


was a native of Kewaskum She lived 
on a farm near Ellington for a short 
period 18 years ago, but resided most 
of the time since her marriage on a 
form near New London The family 
moved to Sunnyslope, west of the city 
on the Fox river in May 1919.

duced to a desert in the next five days, 


In a limited, degree, this is true. Kan- 


sas City would not see the desert which 
Europe had become. Her streets would 
look the same. Outwardly she would live 
to a large extent the same life she lives 
now, and. so of other American cities and 
farming regions. 


But all America would feel the change 


keenly. We weald be shocked in every 
intdfefttual and business fibre. For one 
thing, we would be left to bear the ban- 
ner of the white race alone save for some 
nations which are weak in numbers and 
others which are weak in whiteness. We 
would feel a sense of helplessness in con- 
fronting so changed a world. To be sure 
Mr. "Wells says "for some time"; but the 
time -would be measured by the lapse re- 
quired for the transmission of news only. 
We should be a sick nation, if Europe 
were lost- 


In a material sense, we should suffer ob- 


vious evils which everybody would be eon-- 
scions of. The trouble with this country to- 
day, with South America, with thr whole 
world, is that we are trying to get along 
without Europe.

hare in large measure lost Europe—be- 
cause in certain senses Europe has become 
to u.\. temporarily at least, a desert.

The Greek invasion of Turkey ha? pre- 


cipitated a serious situation in eastern 
Europe. Heavy reverses of the Greek ar- 
mies by those of Mustapha K>mal have so 
undermined the government of King C'on- 
stantine that its overthrow is being pre- 
dicted. On the other hand the battles are 
so close to Constantinople that the allies' 
hold there is threatened. 
Kemal for a 


vear has boasted of his ability to repulse 
the invading Greeks. His program is next 
to drive the British out of Palestine, the 
French out of Syria and the Italians out 
of their foothold at Adalia in southern 
Asia Minor. Au outstanding feature of the 
situation is that it will increase thc diffi- 
culties of the allies in enforcing the un- 
ra-tined Turkish peace treaty. 


The treaty of Sevres left little to the 


once-powerful Turkish empire. 
It ended 


Turkey's rights in Egypt and Morocco and 
reduced her to the relative'y small strip of 
territory between Constantinople in the 
west and thc Armenia-Arabia line in the 
cast. 


The sultan was abont to sign this treaty

-ess, but with a groat deal of danger, 
or a number of yearp. The rlesirabil- 
ly of a local anaesthetic and the dan- 
ger of cocame poisoning finally re- 
ulted in a series of experiments to 
ind out the exact chemical .contents 
f cocaine. This, fortunately? was di<?- 
x>vere<1 and today we have a .snb- 
tancp called nnvoca,ine—or, to use the 
.iropcr government word, procaine. 
This procaine. is what we call a syn- 
hetic product. A synthetic is a chemi- 
cal imitation of a natural drug. Pro- 
cain contains all of the elements of 
cocaine, except the poison, and in ad- 
dition, it is much more uniform in itt 
strength. The result from its use have. 
>een truly remarkable,. By using, pro- 
caine, the dcnbst is able to take away 
he sensation from any part of the face 
or jaws that he may desire. 


Formerly the local anaesthetic was 


njected with a hypodermic eyrinpc 
around tho exact spot where the 
operation was to be performed. But 
nowadays the injection is made, at nnv 
loint upon the main branch of the 
nerve that supplies the area to be op- 
erated upon, and the entire nerve 
branch is temporarily dissensitized so 
that pain is absent The use of the, 
ocal anaesthetic in nerve, blocking, as 
this'method is called, was'almost en- 
rirely developed by investigators in 
America. 
Fortunately, we are now- 


able to manufacture in this country 
all of the synthetic drugs that are 
necessary, so that we never ajjain will 
jc caught with a local anaesthetic fa- 
mine, as we were at the beginning of 
he war.
